A by-product coke oven and recovery 
plant to cost approximately $5,000,000, 
with a capacity of 250,000 tons of high- 
grade coke annually, is to be erected by 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. on a 200- 
acre tract of land at the conjunction of 
the River des Peres with the Mississippi 
River south of Carondelet. 

President C. L. Holman of the gas 
company, in making official announce- 
ment of the completion of the plans for 
the coke plant, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday that the object of the 
company in embarking upon this enter- 
prise is ultimately to make a further 
reduction in the price of gas to St. Louis 
consumers. 

With’ the constantly tncreasing cost of 
oil used in the manufacture of gas, 
President Holman said, further reduc- 
tlons in the price of gas to consumers 
would be impossible unless the company 
built the coke ovens and used the gas 
as a by-product.

Conscience, He Says, Has Given 
Him No Rest Day or 
Night. 


William Lee James,’ formerly cashier 
at the Maryland Hotel, whose con- 
science would not permit him re- 
main at large after embezzling $325 of 
the hotel’s funds, returned to St. Louis 
Monday to stand trial on an embezzle- 
ment charge. 

James gave himself up to the Hous- 
ton (Tex.) police last Thursday. He 
told them his conscience had given him 
no rest day or night since he stole the 
money. A St. Louis detective brought 
him here. 

James was a trusted employe of the 
Lotel. “As cashier he had a da'ly al- 
lowance of $600 with which to transact 
the company’s business. He took $325 
or this cash Nov. 9 last and Iieft St. 
Louis. More than $1500 left in hia keep- 
ing by guests was found intact in the 
hotel safe. 

James is 33 years old. He formerly 
bodérded at 2931 Dayton street. At police 
headquarters Monday he told detectives 
that when he first came to St. Louls, 
about a year ago, he Jeft his wife in 
Texarkana, Ark. There had been do- 
mestic troubles, he said. 

Early in November hé heard that his 
wife had come to St. Louls. This, he 
said, worried him greatly and he de- 
cided to go away. 

“The temptation to take some of the 
hotel’s money and get out of town came 
to me suddenly,’’ he said. “I fought it. 
Four times I took the $325 and then put 
it back. At last the impulse to flee 
from 8t. Louls became so strong that I 
could not resist it.’’ 

According to the police yecords James 
never before was charged with a crime.

STORMS RILL; HOLDS

Fierce Attacks on Fortress Over- 
looking Turkish City Is 
Successful. 








rODGORITZA, Montenegro, Feb. 10. 
—The Montenegrin army besieging the 
Turkish fortress of Scutari carried the 
great Bardanjoli Hill by assault at 10:3) 
o'clock this morning after severa) 
hours of severe fighting. 

The inffitrymen on several occasions 
came into such close quartera that 
hand-to-hand fighting was general along 
the line. 

Bardanjoii Hill dominates Scutari from 
the eastern side and the Montenegrins 
are mounting siege guns on the heights 
to bombard the principal points of the 
city. 

Fighting has gone on since early 
morning all around the city. The Turk- 
ish defenders are disputing the ground 
against the besiegers with fierce deter- 
mination and courage.

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Mrs. Scott Sailed Five Weeks Ago to 
Meet Her Husband in New Zeala 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—The Terra Nova sailed June 1, 1910, for 
land and the South Pole.

Reports were current at the time the Nova Terra sailed 
Zealand, Dec. 14, 1912, to bring back the Seott party, that some of t 
bers of the relief expedition had expressed grave doubts whether Capt? 
and his fellow explorers would ever return. : 

Mrs. Scott Started Five Weeks Ago to New Zealand. 
wae Scott left London five weeks ago for New Zealand to 
husband there. 

The last direct word received from Capt. Scott himself was 
the commander of the Terra Nova from the Southern ice regions, 
returned to Akaroa, New Zealand, March 31, last year. The brief 
was in Capt. Scott’s own handwriting, and said: 

‘‘T am remaining in the Antarctic for another winter in order ¢ 
tinue and complete my work.’’ 

Capt. Seott shortly before had sent back a report to his bens 
Murdo Sound, showing that on Jan. 3, 1912, he had reached a point i 
from the pole and was advancing toward his destination. 

The dispatch from Oamaru, New Zealand, this morning, shows ¢ 
days he covered the remaining 150 miles, having traveled at the

Celebration, When General 
Uprising Was Planned. 


By JON E. GORSE. 


Gen. Felix Diaz was the most popular 
member of President Diaz’s personal and 
official family when, in 1906, the revo- 


lutionary movement began to gather 
headway. He was the chief of police 
for the Federal district which includes 
the City of Mexico and is separated from 
the jurisdiction of neighboring states 
as is our District of Columbia. His title 
was Inspector-General, and the force 
with which he controlled the district 
Was organized on a military basis and 
formed a part of the national army. 
His father, Felix, was killed in the 
revolution against Benito Juarez in 1871, 
when his uncle, the great Porfirio, was 
forced to flee to New Orleans. At that 
time Felix was a babe in arms. When, 
in 1876, Porfirio triumphed over his ene- 
mies in Mexico, he undertook the care 
of his favorite brother’s son, who has 
ever remained very close to the grim 
old man. 
Educated in Europe 

The lad was sent to France and En- 
giand to be educated. When his school 
days were over he became an officer in 
the Mexican army and saw some cam- 
paigning against the Yaquis. However, 
much of his time was spent in the city 
and aided the wife of his uncle in 
organizing social diversions. Asan offi- 
cer he rode well, fought bravely and 
never showed a trace of military genius. 
He carried out orders rather effectively 
and, while he was held in high regard 
by companions in arms and his men, 
they wasted no compliments on his abil- 
ity as a leader. 

In 1906 leaders of the revolutionary 
movement which had -headquarters in 
St. Louls resolved to take advantage of 
the festivities beginning on the birth- 
day of Porfirio Diaz on Sept. 14 and ex- 
tending over the birthday of the re- 
public, Sept. 15, td launch their fight for 
freedom. They let this be widely known 
in the hope that the people would rise 
against the Government in so many 
places and 80 fiercely that the army 
would be inadequate and helpless, if it 
did not also revolt. 

I was among the American newspaper 
correspondents sent down to Mexico on 
the eve of this revolution, and went 
through the days of rumor to the fiasco. 
Porfirio was still the man of iron and 
revolutionists were removed so summar- 
ily that the days of festivity ended with- 
out a fight. 

Proud of His English. 

During the period of rumor we saw & 
good deal of the affable and decorative 
Inspector General of the Federal Dis- 
trict. It was said that President Diaz 


could speak English, but he did not un-

Felix, on the other hand, 
was proud of his English and talked 
freely with all of us. He laughed at 
the revolution, but inquired seriously 
and solicitiously concerning our com- 
fort.

celebration at the National Palace, 
through him and many other courtesies. 

The birthday celebration culminated 
with the ringing of the bell of Dolores— 
Mexico’s Independence Bell—which now 
hangs above the National Palace. After 
this event, which occurred at midnight, 
we went carelessly through the crowd 
to our hotels, feeling very much dis- 
couraged and helplessly aware that the 
country might be ablaze at a dozen 
points, but with the Government’s rigid 
censorship of the telegraph we could 
learn nothing. 

At the door of each hotel the very sol- 
diery poster informed correspondents 
that they were instructed to detain us 
until the Inspector General arrived. As 
soon as he could get away from his du- 
ties at the National Palace, Gen. Felix 
changed from mufti to citizen’s clothes 
and set forth to gather us in. From one 
hotel to another the party progressed— 
with occasional diversiohs—until all the 
correspondents were found. 

Pilot for Correspondents. 

Then, that we might be throughly as- 
sured that there was no revolution in 
Mexico, the Inspector-General escorted 
his guests to every place of interest in 
or about the city. He was responsible 
for the safety of the capitol, of the 
President, of the diplomatic corps, of 
the large foreign population against 
whom the revolutionists inveighed: put

he was careful and jovially conducting 
a party of newspaper men avout the 
place. Our progress created no excite- 
ment and though we occasiona]iv saw 
troops of cavalry, they appeared te be 
going to barracks.

Afterward we learned—being prompted 
to inquiry by finding a policeman on the 
mat before our hotel rooms—that this 
jovial Felix had surrounded us with 
guardians throughout the day and pos- 
sessed a dossier, giving in detail every 
movement of every correspondent from 
the moment of his entrance into Mex- 
ico.

Never Viewed as Revolutionist. 

They were glad of his company and

WASHINGTON, Fep.. 10.—President 
Taft and the Cabinet met today to 
take up the Mexican situation.

It was repeated that there was to be 
no intervention in Mexico during the 
remaining three weeks of President 
Taft's administration, but the general 
staff of the army had the Mexican 
mobilization plans ready, and the navy 
was in readiness for any contingency.

The ice had 
smashed up and was churning around 
the camp. One pony had disappeared 
forever, An exciting race for life com- 
menced over the pack ice, the ponies 
leaping from floe to floe. This lasted 
eight hours, and then, nearing the par- 
rier, they found an insurmountable wall 
of ice, against which the floes were 
dashing and smashing. 

Crean started alone in a forlorn hope 
over the shaking, swirling, broken ice 
and at last struck his ski stick in a 
erack and climbed the parrier. Scott, 
Oates and Gran had remained behind 
trying to save a pony which was almost 
dead and had to abandon it. They 
reached the barrier edge the same fore- 
noon, saw ponies drifting in the sea ice 
and then found Crean. 

Capts. Oates and Scott set out with 
Crean, and at 6 in the evening found 
Bowers and Garrell. The ice was now 
quieter and with an Alpine rope the 
men, sledges and loads were raised up 
the barrier wall, but the ponies, though 
one was only 30 yards away, had to be

While turning the corner of White Is- 
land, the dog team was swallowed up in 
a crevasse.

Mears was guiding the 
ponies and dogs and Scott was ‘on 4 
sledge. The dogs were hanging by their 
harnesa. One fell 60 feet and waa fatal- 
ly injured. Mears and cott were for 
tunately sustained by part of the bridge 
over the crevasse which held good. 

Feb. 29 the party started from their 
base to Corner Camp with stores. They 
were delayed by a bligzard, but reached 
cafhp again three days later. There was 
a tremendous storm three days out of 
camp, with great heaps of snow and 
baffling winds. The snow walls failed to 
shelter the ponies and they were badly 
knocked about.

Meanwhile Capt. Scott and the others 
had dug a trench in the barrier edge 
In spite of all exertions only one pony 
was rescued. The other three drifted 
away on the pack to the north and were 
lost. Their loss was a severe disaster 
to the expedition. 

March 6 an upheaval of ice smashed 
10 miles of fast sea ice, broke big 
lumps off the barrier and demolished 
two miles of Glacier Tongue. The hut 
was cleared of hard snow and the party 
settled down to living on blubber food, 
though seals were sometimes scarce. 


The health of the party was good, and 


a box of old magazines was much ap- 
sieséied. 

March 15 the Western geological party 
returned, making 16 in the party at the 
hut. 

Up to April ll, 1911, the temperature 
was down to # degrees below zero. The 
ice which formed on the sea was driven 
north by the winds. 

The ice falls on Mount Erebus stopped 
the land route to Cape Evans, and with 
eight companions Capt. Scott reached 
there partly by land and partly over the 
frozen bays, Dr. Simpson, in charge at 
Cape Evans, reported the loss of one 
pony, leaving only seven, One dog also 
was lost. 

There were gales the greater part of 
two months, the wind having a velocity 
of 2% miles an hour, the forerunner of 
an unusually severe season. April 17 
Capt. Scott again visited Hut Point, but 
could not bring back the dogs and 
ponies, and he returned to Cape Evans 
April 30.

GOES 70 HER HOME 


St. Charles Shooting After Hus- 
band Finds Wife at Saloon 
Disrupts 2 Families. 


Mrs. Anita Davis Haigler, whose fond- 
ness for James Elstroth’s company led 
to the shooting of her husband, William 
Haigler, by Elstroth, in St. Charles, has 
gone to the home of her relatives at 
Black Walnut, St. Charles County. 
Mrs. Elstroth, wife of the man who 
shot Haigler, is prostrated. Elstroth 
said, in the county jail Monday, that he 
fired in self-defense. Haigler, who was 
twice wounded in the left arm, will re- 
cover, but has refused to make any 
statement. 

“This is a nice way to do!” Haigier 
exclaimed, when he met his wife and 
Elstroth leaving Hines’ saloon, Second 
and Adams streets, at midnight Satur- 
day. An instant later Elstroth fired four 


entered his left arm. 

Elstroth was arrested soon afterward. 
Haigler, at his own request, was 
searched, and was found to be un- 
armed. His wife was taken to his home 
on Madison street, where she saw her 
65-year-old son. Soon after daylight she 
went to the country. 

Hines’ saloon, conducted by a former 
Sheriff of St. Charles County, and his 
son, has a “ladies’ entrance,” and it 
was by this entrance that Elstroth and 
Mrs. Haigler were leaving when they 
met the husband. 

The meeting was not wholly a sur- 
prise to the husband, his acquaintances 
say. It was reported several weeks ago 
that he had warned Elstroth to leave 
Mrs. Haigler alone. 


FEWER SMALLPOX CASES 
HERE THAN IN TWO YEARS 


Dr.- Jordan Derides Possibility 
of Epidemic, as Rumor’ 
Declared. 


Dr, A. J. Jordan, Assistant Health 
Commissioner, ° denied Monday § that 
there is danger of an epidemic of 
smallpox in St. Louis. He declared 
that there are fewer cases of smallpox 
in St. Louis at this time than there 
has been in the last two years. 
Statements that an epidemic is feared 
were based on an article in the Bulle- 
tin, a publication of the Health Depart- 
ment, in which attention was called 
to the various methods of preventing 
and treating smallpox and urging that 
precautionary measures be taken to 
prevent a spread of the disease. 

Dr. Jordan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
perter that there are now only fcur or 
five cases of smallpox in St. Louls. He 
gaid that a few railway postal clerks 
contracted smallpox and returred to 
St. Louis for treatment. These are not 
perious and have been properly isvlated, 
Dr. Jordan. declared. 

To show that there is no fear of an 
epidemic, ‘Dr. Jordan cited that tn 1911 
there were 100 cases of smallpox in St. 
Louis, from which no deaths resulted. 
Im 1912 there were 58 cases and no 
deaths. He said that the number of 
patients of this nature is lower than 
normal at this time.

Parris today recommended 
granting the divorce sued for by Julia 
Sanderson Sloan from her husband, 
James F. (“Tod”) Sloan, the famous 
jockey, who made $1,000,000 during his 
riding career.

Miss Palmer, the complaint charged, 
was Sloan’s companion on a tour of 
Europe.

The revelations of the Gill-Dyer con- 
test, with respect to the practices of 
judges and clerks of the Fifth Ward in 
the November election, resulted in the 
new Board of Election Commissioners 
determining to fill all vacancies with 
business men, wherever they could be 
procured. There are 15 or more vican- 
cies to be filled, and the board sent out 
the process servers Saturday night with 
notices for 22 business men at the Mar- 
quette, Jefferson, Maryland, American 
and Laclede hotels and the Missouri 
Athletic Club. 

All business men who refuse to serve 
will be prosecuted by the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, under a law which 
makes it unlawful for any man selected 
as an election judge or clerk to fail 
to perform his duty.

RACING IS NOT STOPPED 


Fred Windt Dies Soon After Ac- 
cident in Which Olympic 
Contestant Is Hurt. 


C. Frederick Windt, 2 years old, of 
East St. Louis, was killed, and Waldon 
C'. Martin, 21, of 8329 Schulte avenue, St. 
Louls, was tnjured seriously, Sunday 
night, when they crashed through the 
railing at the top of the saucer track 
at the Coliseum and fell to the concrete 
tloor below in a bicycle race. Sev- 
eral hundred persons saw the fatal 
plunge.

His left leg and left wrist 
were broken, and he was injured in- 
ternally. Windt was an amateur rider. 
Martin was a member of the United 
States Olympic team that competed last 
suinmer in the athletic events at Stock- 
holm, Sweden. He has been a bicycle 
cycle racer several years. 
Going at Terrific Speed. 

The men were racing in the last lap 
of the final heat of a half-mile handicap 
race in which there were seven contest- 
ants. The riders were bunched near the 
south end of the track for the final spurt 
and were going at terrific speed. Windt 
gnd Martin, who were in the rear, at- 
tempted to pass around the other riders 
at the top of the saucer. 

Windt rode too near the top and 
crashed into the wooden railing. His 
machine leaped into the air from the im- 
pact and Windt plunged over the edge, 
falling on the concrete floor 15 feet be- 
low. He was unconscious when picked 
up. 

Martin’s cycle wavered and struck the 
guard rail 20 feet ahead near the score- 
board. The machine bounded back and 
fell on the track, causing a spill of other 
riders. Martin fell over the rim and was 
thrown into the corner of a concrete 
stairway at the base of the outside of 
the track. He, too, was unconscious 
when aid reached him. 

Dr. Fred Schaeffer, who was in the 
audience, gave the men temporary 
treatment. Only two contestants fin- 
ished the race, the other riders being 
thrown from their wheels in the spill. 

H. C. Windt said at the hospital he 
had a premonition Sunday that his 
brother would be injured and urged 
him not to compete in the races. 

McKelvey Investigating. 

The management of the meet aitrib- 
uted the accident to the failure of the 
riaers to become accustomed to the 
track. Building Commissioner McKel- 
vey said Monday he is making an in- 
vestigation to determine whether the 
construction of the track is responsible 
for the accident. 

When the crash occurred many in the 
audience rushed to the rail to offer as- 
sistance to the riders, but were held 
back by the police, while the doctor ad- 
ministered emergency treatment. A few 
minutes later an announcer told the 
crowd the riders had not been injured 
seriously and the races were continued. 

Amateur riders refused to ride after 
the accident,. but several professional 
racers, who will compete in a six-day 
grind, rode several speedy dashes for the 
entertainment of the crowd. 

Howard Freeman, scorer at the race 
meet, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday that, in his opinion, the lack 
of knowledge of the curves and angles 
of the track by Windt and Martin 
caused the accident. Both men were 
classed as amateurs on the _ circular 
track, he said, although Martin has rid- 
den several years‘*on level, straight 
tracks. 

Windt and Martin attempted to pass 
the other riders in the final spurt, Free- 
man said, and Windt tried to go through 
at the .top in a space of little more than 
a foot. The front wheel of Windt’s bi- 
cycle struck the rear wheel of the ma- 
chine ahead of him and deflected the 
cycle upward, carrying Windt over the 
rim, according to Freeman. When 
Windt’s bicycle swerved, the rear wheel 
struck the front wheel of Martin’s ma- 
chine. 


AFRICAN SAVAGES ROUTED 


Portugese Retaliate When Native

LISBON, Feb. 10.—Advices from Mo- 

zambique, Africa, say the notorious na- 

tive chief, Napana, recently. raided the 

Napula district, massacreing many Eu-

The Governor immediately dispatched 
a punitive expedition. After a march of 
nearly 400 miles the expedition came 
upon the band and routed them after 
five hours’ fighting, killing 200 and 
wounding 500. The Portuguese lost four 
men killed and 22 wounded. A new re- 
gion will be opened for Portuguese de- 
velopment.

Wife and Daughter of John 
Lunsmann Wanted Larger 
Allowance, Police Say. 


Mrs. John Lunsmann, wife of an ice 
dealer residing at 1531 North Seventh 
street, and her daughter, Miss Annie 
Lunsmann, 18 years old, tried to drink 
carbolic acid Sunday night, according to 
a, report made by police of the North 
Market Street Station, after they had 
quarreled with Lunsmann, the husband 


and father, about money. Members of 
the family refused to discuss the report 
Monday morning. 

At the conclusion of a lengthy wran- 
gle, the réport says, Mrs. Lunsmann 
made a dash for the medicine chest, in 
which there was a bottle of carbolic acid. 
Miss. Lunsmann,* however, suspecting 
her mother’s intention, reached the med- 
icine chest first, snatched out the acid 
bottle and tried to drink its contents, 
the police say. 

Daughter’s Lips Burned, 

Mrs. Lunsmann sjezed the bottle, but 
not until her daughter’s lips had been 
burned. In the struggle for possession 
of the bottle the young woman’s hands 
also were seared. 

The disturbance in the house attracted 
the attention of neighbors and somebody 
telephoned for the police. When Patrol- 
men Finan and Reed arrived Miss 
Lunsmann refused to go to the dispen- 
sary or a hospital, so they treated her 
burns with lard and cream. 

While Finan and Reed were thus em- 
ployed, Mrs. Lunsmann, according tc 
the policemen, slipped into another room 
and picked up the acid bottle and lifted 
it toward her lips. Patrolman Kowal- 
koski, who had followed Reed and Finan 
to the house, snatched it away from her. 

The policemen say Miss: Lunsmann 
told them her father was wealthy, but 
that he .had tried to drive the family 
away so he could save money. 

Lunsmann then asserted that his wife 
was insane and asked that she be taken 
to the observation ward of the city 
hospital. She refused to go, however, 
so the police called Dr. Robert F. Amyx 
of 1948 North Eleventh street, who ex- 
amined Mrs. Lunsmann and declared 
she was sane. 

The police then went away. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter who called at the 
house to get a statement about the case 
was denied information.

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MURDER OF AL BOYCE JR. 


It Is Fifth Hearing Growing Out 
of Elopement of Boyce With 
Sneed’s Wife. 


VERNON, Tex., Feb. 10.—When the 
case of J. B. Sneed, charged with the 
murder of Al Boyce Jr., at Amarillo, 
Tex., Sept. 14 last, was called here to- 
day, the stage was set for the last of 
the five sensational trials growing out 
of the elopement of young Boyce and 
Mrs. J. B. Sneed to Canada a little 
more than a year ago. Sneed has been 
tried twice for killing A. G. Boyce Sr. 
The first trial resulted in a jury dis- 
agreement and the second in an ac- 
quittal. Sneed also had a habeas corpus 
hearing at Amarillo after killing young 
Boyce and two weeks ago, Beach B. 
Epting, accused of acting as Sneed’s ac- 
complice, was acquitted at Memphis, 
Tex. 

The Amarillo killing, which Sneed does 
not deny, occurred nearly a year after 
the elopement. Sneed lived in Amarillo 
several days before he saw Boyce, whom 
he shot on sight. As justification, the 
defense alleged this was the first meet- 
ing of the two men since the elope- 
ment and also that Boyvre had been plot- 
ting to elope with Mrs, Sneed a sec- 
ond time.

JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—The subcom- 
mittee appointed by the House and Sen- 
ate Committee on Private Corporations 
tc consider amendments to the proposed 
law creating a State Public Utilities 
Commission has decided to strike out 
that section of the bill requiring a 
municipality to obtain permission from 
the Utilities Commission before it can 
own or operate any public utility. 

An editorial in Friday’s Post-Dispatch 
calling attention to this restrictive fea- 
ture of the measure was read to the 
committee by Chairman Busby. 

John M. Atkinson, private secretary 
to the Governor, who wrote the public 
utilities bill, said that while the pro- 
vision {in question was copied from the 
New York Public Service Commission 


‘act, he had no objection to its elimina- 


tion from the pending bill. 
Nepotism Is Condemned. 

Laxity in the financial management of 
State institutions and various offices un- 
der executive jurisdiction is criticised in 
a report to be submitted to the Gen- 
eral Assembly by the Legislative Audit- 
ing Committee appointed by former 
Gov. Hadley. Senator Phillips of St. 
Louis is chairmdn of the committee. The 
other members are Representatives Val- 
entine and Dumm. 

The report asserts, it is undersood, 
that nepotism prevails to a large extent 
in nearly all the public departments of 
the State. The practice of State officials 
in bestowing political patronage on 
members of their families and relatives 
is condemned and the recommendation 
made that it should be forbidden by law. 
Thé proposed act is intended to apply 
ulso to members of the Legislature. ~ 

Examination of the State Auditor’s 
Department by an expert accountant at 
least once a year is among the other 
vital recommendations. It is found that 
at some of the State institutions the 
funds received are not drawing any in- 
terest, and that where they are not 
needed for immediate requirements 
they should be turned into the -State 
treasury, whence they can be placed in 
one zh the State depositories. 

ficials Not Under Bond, 

Several State officials,.among them 
the Excise Commisisoner of St. Louis, 
who handle large amounts of money, 
are not compelled to give bond, the re- 
port finds. This the committee regards 
as a grave oversight and one that should 
have the prompt attention of the + Sanat 
lature, 

Representative Dumm, Democratic 
member of the committee, is expected 
to oppose certain features of the report 
which are thought to strike at the of- 
ficial conduct of Democratic State of- 
ficials. 

To Consider Home Rule. 

Home rule. for St. Louis and other 
pledges in the Democratic State plat- 
form will be considered. 

The Municipal Corporations Commit- 
tee of the House is scheduled to pass 
on the Buesiness Men’s League home 
rule bills tonight. 

In the Senate the committee made a 
unanimous report in favor of the bills, 
but there is said to be some opposition 
in the House Committee. 

Representative Remmers of St. Louis 
will ask the committee to adopt an 
amendment to the home rule bills trans- 
forming from the Lagislature to the 
Municipal Assenibly the power to fix 
salaries of the members of the St. Louls 
Police Department. 

The other St. Louls members of the 
committee are against-this proposal] for 
the reason that they already have gone 
on record in favor of the police salary 
bills now before the Legislature. These 
salary measures will add $370,000 a year 
to the St. Louls police payroll. 

If the Remmers amendment should be 
adopted, the police would have to ap- 
peal to the Municipal Assembly for the 
proposed incréases.

A Bt. Louisan on Kansas City. 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch, 

1 have sent the following letter to the Kansas 
City Star: 

“T notice that you have been to the trouble to 
send a man down here to find fault with S&t. 
Louis. As a man who gets to your city frequent- 
ly I wish to say this is characteristic Kansas 
City work, which is to say distinctly ‘cheap.’ 

“When you start out to ridicule St. Louis you 
become funny, despite the legend that a cat may 
look at a king, for you know and we know and 
everyone knows who gets around at all that to 
compare the two places is'a waste of time. That 
kind of “bunk” will do for Kansas farmers, but 
no one else. Down in their hearts Kansas City- 
ans know things are not ort with their fair 
city; they will not admit {t’ except to intimates, 
but many of you see that trying to lift yourselves 
by your boot straps is not working out right. 

“Your man says our levee is asleep. When, 
please, does this perspicacious gentleman expect 
to see a levee filled with activity; in the winter, 
with navigation closed? You again repeat that 
old fable about your boat line having raised a 
million dollars over’ night, when it is now pretty 
generally known you not only did not raise that 
much that quick but that right now, a year or 
more later, by no means all the money has been 
raised. Instead of a monument to civic achieve- 
ment this boat line, with its two or three second- 
hand ferry boats, etc., plodding their weary way 
back and forth at uncertain intervals, it is mere- 
ly. a pitiful joke. _* 

“You glibly criticise our street railway system, 
and while it is not all that might be desired, yet 
if it is not altogether superior to your system as 
to efficiency of management, and if its best cars 
are not better than any you have ever had and its 
worst ones better than your worst ones, then I 
have never been in Kansas City. A subway is 
ecming'to St. Louis because the town {fs too big 
to be served by any surface system, but mean- 
while neither you nor any place with nothing but 
surface cars has any license to find fault. 

“You follow a consistent plan.Of misrepresen- 
tation and figure juggling. It is now generally 
known that Kansas City’s bank clearings are 
virtually, for use as comparisons, falsified. One 
day I saw an article in yoyr paper bragging 
about the per capita of postal receipts and mak- 
ing out the showing was something unusual, 
when instead of being a creditable showing, the 
fact that your then single large catalogue house 
could materially raise the per capita postal re- 
ceipts merely proved again the smallness of the 
town. Your census is meaningless, almost, for it 
is notorious you inflated it by extending your 
limits until you actually cover within a few 
miles as much ground as St. Louls. If St. Louls 
was spread out so, it would have shown a growth 
percentage of 40 per cent, without, of course, 
ecunting the nearby towns in Illinois, some of 
which grew 100 per cent. 

‘Do you realize that the Raflway Exchange 
Building here will have more floor space than all 
your skyscrapers combined? Do you réalize that 
since 1900 St. Louis has built 48 school buildings, 
covering an average of half a block apiece, and 
cesting from $150,000 to $1,000,000 each, with 
several high schools, including a $1,000,000 one 
now building. 

“I like to see civie pride, but the line of ‘dull 
con’ your town has been inflicting on the country 
is making me, along with a good many thousand 
other travelers tired. Why not stop it and try 
to devise ways and means for correcting your 
bankrupt finances, clothing your policemen s0 
they will not look as though outfitted second- 
hand, give your people amusements so they need 
not simply wander around the streets at nights 
for lack of something better to do? ¢

THE WAR CORRESPONDENT. 


Of all the unhappy professions, that 
of the war correspondent is perhaps the 
most miserable. Once welcome upon 
the field of battle and having something 
to do with the conduct of a military 
campaign, it finds itself the most 
| wretched of camp followers, its use-| 
fulness gone, its advice ignored, its view 
shut off, and its proud personnel pro- 
faned by mere reporters, cheap sketch 
artists and impossible people who make 
moving pictures. 

How far it has fallen is explained by 
one of the British correspondents who 
went to Sophia last fall and joined the 
Bulgarian army. There Were so many 
writers, artists and photographers, most 
of whom the veterans of the corps had 
never heard of, that the Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment had to provide them with a 
Bpecial train. After they left Sophia 
they were shunted along from place te 
place only after the victorious Bulgar- 
ians had swept beyond, leaving for the 
men who write and photograph history 
no more inspiring spectacle than the 
smoking ruins of captured towns. 

The war correspondent, one time free 
to gallop at will between the firing line 
fand the telegraph station, found him- 
self in the Balkan War a virtual pris- 
oner.. But one avenue of escape re- 
mained open to him—the ragd home, 
Herded together with his unwelcome 
kind in some warehouse or Mohammedan 
skating rink, he was forbidden to leave 
the premises on penalty of expulsion 
from the country, and there was at one 
time a shipment of as many as 31 of 
these poor people back to Sophia for 
deportation because they became rest- 
less in captivity. 

The horrors of the war Itself were 
nothing to those of the war correspond- 
ents. One’s heart aches to read of-them, 
The ruthless massacre of the journal- 
ist’s right—the sack of his great oppor- 
tunity—the loot of pride and the bleod- 
thirsty censorship of all his fine writing 
—it wastoo horrible! 

We sincerely hope that the allies and 
the Turks annihilate one another. They 
are too barbarous.

ST mounds in the shape of bears, 
turtles and other creatures—one 
even formed like an elephant— 
stand in Wisconsin to mark a 
strange ancient civilization that was 
dead and forgotten centuries before the 
coming of the first French explorer in 
1639. Who the mound-builders were, 
what nature of men and of just what 
period, are questions no one has an- 
swered satisfactorily. But Wisconsin 
was one of their chief haunts in the 
bygone ages. 

Then came the Indians and later the 
French. Among the latter were fur 
traders and missionaries. They settled 
the country sparsely, and held it under 
France’s rule until 1760, when it passed 
into England’s hands. The bulk of the 
Wisconsin people remained French in 
language and loyalty until long after 
the Revolution. 

There was almost nothing American 
about them, even after their land had 
become part of our great Northwest 
Territory. Numbers of them sided with 
the British, both in the Revolution and 
in the War of 1812. 

But the fur trade brought Americans 
thither. Fur was king in the West in 
those days as the badger on Wisconsin’s 
seal indicates. (And that badger, by the 
way, gave rise to the nickname “Bad- 
ger State’’). 

The Indians were more or less. trou- 
blesome, but not seriously so until in 
1820 news of Wisconsin’s lead mines 
reached the East.

The Indians in revenge went on the 
Warpath. Years of strife followed, cul- 
minating in the Black Hawk war of 
1832, which forever crushed the power 
of the savages in Wisconsin. 

The settlers had named the _ region 
from a stream that ran through it. Ths 
Indian name for this was ‘“Ouis-con- 
sin,” meaning “rushing river.” 

Wisconsin is an enormous, irregular 
Plain, from 600 to 18,000 feet above the 
level of the ocean. It is strewn with 
lakes and rivers that go to make up the 
unusual beauty of its scenery. 

In 1787 it became part of the North- 
west Territory, then was included in In- 
diana, then was annexed to Illinois, and 
later to Michigan. In 1836 it became a 
separate territory. At that time it in- 
cluded all of Minnesota and Iowa, with 
parts of Michigan and the Dakotas. Lit- 
tle by little it was cut down to its pres- 
ent limits, and in 1848 was admitted tuo 
the Union as a State. 

In the Civil War Wisconsin was fierce- 
ly loyal and sent more than 91,000 .sol- 
diers to the Union armies. Gen. She-- 
man, in speaking of these troops, de- 
clared that the strength of a single Wis- 
consin regiment was often equal to ar 
entire brigade from any other state. 

Even before the war the Abolition ele- 
ment there was all-powerful. And Wis- 
consin refused to obey the “Fugitive 
Slave law,"’ which compelled the people 
of free states to give up to his master 
any escaped slave that might seek 
refuge within such states, 

The Government in early days offered 
land in Wisconsin at very low rates. 
This brought in thousands of German 
and Scandinavian homeseekers. The 
population during the past 40 years has 
more than doubled.

CRIMINAL TO NEGLECT THIS, 
F all the improvements needed in 
the big league baseball park of to- 
day, the one providing for an official 
announcement of each play is the most 
seriously needed. As matters now stand, 
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if a spectator merely paid his entrance 
fee into the park and sat down, he 
would have no means of knowing any~- 
thing about the exhibition in progress 
at least, much ig left to such personal 
knowledge of the men and plays as he 
may have acquired. No assistance is 
given his understanding by the club. He 
would have to buy a score card to find 
what men were representing each club. 
If changes were made during the game, 
he might or might not understand the 
umpire’s announcement. If a close play 
on a batter’s drive were made, he would 
have no means of knowing whether it 
was officially a hit or an error. If @ 
man crossed the pan under doubtful 
cenditiong and he failed to understand 
the nice points of baseball scoring, he 
would not know whether the run count- 
ea until the score board boy hung up a 
figure at the end of the inning. Even 
then, as score boards go at the National 
League parks, he might not be able to 
make out the figure. 

The fan should be informed by bulle- 
tin or otherwise of the official ruling 
on each play, hit, error, steal, tally or 
what not, the fan is entitled to know all 
that is in the back of the umpire’s and 
scorer’s heads without waiting until he 
can purchase a paper to find out the 
official ruling, hours later. 

Oh, it will come to this, when they get 
a live one handling a club—‘“‘some of 
these days.”

Theodore Huber of 1623 Franklin ave- 
nue, a Republican judge in the Four- 
teenth Precinct of the Fifth Ward, poll- 
ing place at 918 North Seventeenth 
street, testifying Monday in the Gill- 
Dyer election contest, said part of the 
counting of the Democratic ballots at 
that poll wag done by a Democratic 
watcher. The statement was made on 
his redirect examination. 

On his direct examination, under ques- 
tioning by John Ellsperman Jr., attor- 
ney for Gill, Huber testified that the 
Democratic ballots were counted by the 
Democratic judges, Frank Cooney and 
John House, and that the Republican 
judges did not touch them. The law re- 
quires all the judges to count the bal- 
lots and does not allow a watcher to 
touch them. 

No Oath for Illiterates. 

. Huber testified that no oath was ad- 
ministered to illiterates, as the law re- 
quires. He straightened out the ballots 
before the counting began, but did not 
notice any of the peculiar scratching of 
the name of Gill and the attempt to 
write in the name of Dyer that was 
discovered on the recount, he said. 

The original count gave Dyer 148 and 
Gill 68. The recount cut Dyer down to 
128 and gave Gill 71, with 17 not voting, 
Gill’s name having been scratched and 
no other name written in. 

Name Not Decipherable. 

On many of the ballots Dyer’s name 
nad been so written in that it was not 
decipherable. There were a number of 
ballots on which only the letters y-e-r
